GUJARAT  ACT  NO.  7 OF  1980. 


(First  published,  after  having  received  the  assent  of  the  president  in  the 
"Gujarat  Government  Gazette’’  on  the  31st  July,  1980). 

An  Act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  law  relating  to  the  prevention  of  introduc- 
tion, spread  or  reappearance  of  insect  pests,  plant  diseases  and  noxious 
weeds  injurious  to  crops,  plants  or  trees  in  the  State  of  Gujarat. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Thirty-first  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
fohoWs:  — 


j.  (])  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Gujarat  Agricultural  Pests  and  Diseases 
Act,  1980. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Gujarat.

(£)  The  delivery  of  possession  of  the  vehicle  to  the  owner  or  his  accredited 
agent  shall  be  a full  discharge  of  any  liability  of  the  State  Government  to  deliver 
possession  to  such  person  as  may  have  rightful  claim  to  possession  thereof  but 
shall  not  prejudice  any  right  in  respect  of  such  vehicle  which  any  other  person 
may  be  entitled  by  due  process  of  law  to  enforce  against  the  person  to  whom 
possession  of  the  vehicle  is  so  delivered.

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(II)  The  Collector  or  the  officer  appointed  by  him  in  this  behalf;  may  with 
a view  to  requisitioning  any  vehicle  under  this  section  or  determining  the-
